This is a divisional of pending reissue Application Serial No. 1 0/004, 151, filed November 2 2001 This is a 
broadening reissue application. The error upon which this reissue application is based relates to the fact that 
the patentee claimed less than he had a right to claim in the patent. Specifically, broadening relates to the 
following features disclosed in the original patent: (a) adjustment of the temperature inside a calcination reactor 
by varying the feed rate of particulate material to the reactor; and (b) elimination 6f refractory insulation from a 
peripheral wall of a calcination zone along at least part of the calcination zone. Neither of these features is 
present in the claims of the original patent.
